Are Vou overpaying 


Whether your tax is $60 or $60,000, the gov- 


ernment wants only what’s coming to it. 


Here an expert who helps the big boys find 
legitimate ways to save offers advice to keep 


you from pulling the drunken sailor act 


—— skilled tax collection has been defined 
“The art of plucking from the goose the greatest number of 
feathers with the least amount of squawking.”’ 

If you’re an average taxpayer, it probably looks to you 
as if Uncle Sam is only half skilled. For, while the govern- 
ment gets plenty of feathers, it sets off an awful annual 
squawking. 

However, if you examine the tax process carefully, you'll 
realize that the government demonstrates plenty of skill 
even with the goose analogy as a standard. Most of the time 
you don’t know when your feathers are plucked. And when 
you do feel pain, it’s usually induced not by the collector’s 
clumsiness, but by your own. 

The tax that probably causes you the most pain is your 
income tax. It is jerked out of your pay check each week, 
and each year it seems to be bigger. 

To many government employees, accountants, and at- 
torneys, it is almost beyond comprehension that individual 
taxpayers do not take advantage of the simple means avail- 
able to all of them to pay their taxes with more accuracy 
and less anguish. This year the government has mailed out 
millions of copies of a 16-page pamphlet: ‘Helpful Informa- 
tion on How to Prepare Your United States Income Tax 
Return.” It hopes you will read it and quit sending in mon- 
ey Uncle Sam didn’t ask for and doesn’t want. 

While laziness is probably the No. 1 reason for inaccurate 
returns that cost you money, excuses are a dime a dozen. 
You've doubtless heard this one: “I think it’s immoral to use 
clever little schemes to beat taxes. A fella ought to step up 
and pay ’em like a man.” This excuse expresses a half-truth 
It 7s morally wrong to use clever schemes and cute tricks, 
but it is not morally wrong to avoid unnecessary taxes by 
legal means. 


As JUSTICE SUTHERLAND of the Supreme Court 
“The legal right of a taxpayer to decrease the 
amount of what otherwise would be his taxes or altogether 


once said, 


avoid them, by means which the law permits, cannot be 
doubted. .. .” 
Another common alibi for expensively inaccurate returns 
‘The tax laws are so complicated, and they’re always 
changing. It takes a Philadelphia lawyer to understand ’em.”” 
Again a half-truth. Admittedly, since 1929, there have 
been 20 major revisions in the revenue law, and a steady 
flow of new regulations pour out of Washington each month. 
Yet none of the changes really complicate things for you i 
youre an average taxpayer. You can still fill out your re- 
turn without studying all of the changes because few of them 
directly affect you. For instance, the 1948 Revenue Act 
made fundamental changes in the entire tax structure, yet, 
when you start to fill in your individual return, you'll find

BustNessMEN, generally, have not found the tax law 
so complicated that they cannot avoid taxes the law permits 
them to avoid. One thing they have learned is always to 
examine tax consequences before entering into a transaction. For 
example, well-informed businessmen know that if they vote 
themselves a high salary instead of a dividend, their corpo- 
ration will pay less taxes. This is because a salary is an ex- 
pense which will reduce the corporation’s profits (and, thus, 
its taxes too). A dividend, on the other hand, is not a re- 
duction, but a distribution of profits. It won’t reduce taxes. 
Businessmen also know that the very form in which they do 
business may save them thousands of dollars in taxes be- 
cause a corporation is taxed as a corporation and a partner- 
ship is not taxed at all. Therefore, many who did business in 
a corporate form have dissolved their corporations and 
formed partnerships. 

Maybe you’ve been saying, ‘“There’s very little I can 
save. It’s hardly worth the bother.”’ More often than not 
you're just kidding, not to mention shortchanging, yourself 
when you talk like that. Too many people fail to recognize 
that overlooking a $10 deduction costs them $2 (or more) in 
cash. And once you've set up a deduction, you can use it 
again the next year, and so reduce your taxes year after 
year—as long as the same expense recurs. 

The tips that the average taxpayer needs to know are 
relatively simple, and if you’re willing to learn a few of them, 
you can save yourself real money. 


Ox. YOU say, shoot me the inside dope. Well, first of all, 
you can take a tip from businessmen who have learned that 
most of their transactions allow alternatives. Taking the 
right alternative is a royal road to legitimate tax avoidance. 
For example, a gift to a church or charity should not always 
be made in cash, but, if practical, in the form of property 
or stock. This is because a gift of stock which was purchased 
for $100 and has a value at the time it is given of $250, per- 
mits you to make a $250 gift, deduct the full $250 as a chari- 
table contribution, and yet pay no tax whatsoever on the 
profit you realized of $150 (the difference between $100 and 
$250) provided the total deducted for contributions doesn’t 
exceed 15 percent of your adjusted gross income. If you first 
sold the stock at $250 and then gave the $250 to the charity, 
you would have to pay a tax on the $150. True, the tax 
may not exceed 25 percent, but $37.50 in taxes isn’t hay. 
The second thing you can learn from businessmen is that 
if you don’t want to pay more taxes than you should, you 
must keep some kind of intelligible books. [ Turn to page 25]

—_ PIME is pruning time for most of your trees, 
shrubs, and vines. Wounds made now, before growth be- 
gins, heal much faster, Besides, you can check branch pat- 
terns and locate bad spots without foliage to hide them. 
Tools for spring pruning are simple; a saw, a knife and a 
hand pruner will take care of almost all jobs. If you plan to 
remove branches larger than an inch in diameter, you'll also 
need a small amount of paint for covering the wounds, Ordi- 
nary linseed oil house paint is good, but be careful not to 
get any on the raw edges of the bark from which growth will 


come to cove! the wound, 


D IN’T prune spring-flowering shrubs like lilacs and spirea 
Vanhoutte beyond clipping out dead and diseased wood. 
Otherwise youl] remove many of the branches which would 
produce flowers in a few weeks. Prune spring-bloomers only 
after they have borne their blossoms. 

On the other hand, you're safe in trimming shrubs which 
will bloom in late July or after. Their flowers will come on 
new wood which will grow this vear. 

An unforgivable sin in pruning is to leave stubs. They 
can result only in decay which will finally extend into the 
plant. Cut tree limbs off flush, and remove shrub branches 
just above a bud or the next lower side branch, 

If you use your pruning tools on diseased wood, sterilize 
them before moving to the next plant to avoid infection. 
Any good household disinfectant will do the trick. Burn dis- 
eased wood at once, and if there is much of it, find out why 
your plants are ailing. 

You may want to call an expert for jobs needing special 
equipment, such as removal of large tree limbs. But for 
most other pruning problems you'll find the answers below.

Spring pruning 


Trees planted now or last fall should have some of their 
branches trimmed off to ease strain on the root system, 
The rule is to trim off about one-third of top growth. Make 
the most of the pruning by cutting out weak twigs, poorly 


spaced branches and those with bad V-shaped crotches. 


Branches which rub together should be pruned to remove 
the offenders. Otherwise rubbing will injure bark and open 
trees to infection. Cut the limbs off flush, trim rough edges, 
and if the removed branch was large, paint the wound 


to seal the opening against moisture, insects, and disease.

= it really matter?” **Will it make much difference 


one way or the other?’ These are the questions to ask your- 
self when your children want to do something unusual. 

When our 8-year-old Dorothy wanted to make a butter 
icing for a cake ‘tall by myself, Mother,” I was tempted to 
say, **No, you are too little.” But I let her make it. She was 
thrilled, though it wasn’t very good. Did it really matter? 

Our older daughter Jean decided recently that she was 
going to walk to school, instead of riding her bike, because 
almost everyone else walked. School is quite a distance and 
her legs get tired. But does it really matter? 

I haven't always taken this ‘*Does-it-really-matter?”’ 
attitude. When my son was born, I was sure something 
terrible would happen to him unless I clung rigidly to a 
schedule. The schedule was enforced with an iron hand. The 
only trouble was that my small son didn’t like the way his 
life was arranged. Instead of being hungry for his evening 
feeding at 0, s he was supposed to be, he began velling at 

vell nightly for two whole weeks before I 
dared to defy the schedule and feed him a half hour earlier. 
Ihe result was a happy baby and an unharried mother. I 
should have asked myself sooner, **Does it really matter?” 
I STRUGGLED to get Jack to eat strained carrots, which 
he disliked intensely and refused to swallow. He won in the 
end. He never has eaten carrots, and so far as I can see the 
lack of them has never hurt him. Did it really matter? 

When Jack was 2, we moved into a house with only two 
bedrooms. We set Jack’s crib up in the second bedroom, 
which was furnished as a guest room. With two perfectly 
good single beds in his room, Jack didn’t see why it was 


necessary for him to sleep in a crib any longer. Every night 


he protested that he wanted to sleep in a bed. 
I | 


Finally I got wise and decided it was better to take a 
chance of having him fall out of a single bed rather than 
have him dangling from the top of a crib. Once he was 
settled in a real bed, he was proud and happy. 

I determined to go along with him in the future on little 
things like this, instead of always opposing. And [’m sure 
that this is a lesson all parents might learn. [t doesn’t spoil 
your child. It does help develop his abilities. 


\ HEN Jack was 12, he wanted a paper route. I didn’t like 
the idea of having him delivering papers in all kindsof weath- 
er. But he wanted to earn money. Finally his father said, 
‘Does it really matter? Let him try it.” 

It wasn’t always convenient for us to arrange our lives 
around a newspaper route, but we went along with him. His 
route was a success. Managing it taught him a lot. 

Ask yourself if it really matters when your boy or girl 
wants to do things before you think he’s ready. 

A “Does-it-really-matter?” attitude will make children 
cooperative friends instead of rebellious individuals resent- 
ing your authority. When you do have to say a definite 


**No” to something, your children will know you must have 
a good reason.

Straightening evergreens 


Some of my evergreens came through a winter sleet 
storm with their tops badly bent. Will they straighten 
up by themselves?— VI. A. C., Nebraska. 


They'll need help, just as the junipers shown above do. 
Sleet and sticky snow are great damagers of evergreens 
whose thick foliage gets loaded down until the tree bends 
or even snaps off. Often wees remain bent even after the 
snow is gone. If your trees look like this, they may remain 


permanently crooked unless you straighten them.

To MANY people plastics are bright- 
ly colored kitchen gadgets and junk, 
sold to a gullible public with ballyhoo 
and cheesecake. (‘I wouldn’t put those 
gimcracks in my living room on a bet.’’) 

But plastic is a family name, like 


wood. Wood is made into thousands of 


things, good and bad, exquisite and 
shoddy, beautiful and cheap. So, too, is 
plastic. There are a score of plastics and 
hundreds of fabricators cooking them in- 
to thousands of products. Some burn, 
some melt, some explode; some don’t. 
Most juke boxes are plastics; so are most 
stockings, only they’re called nylons, 


and they dry quicker, and look better 
than the silk they replace. Thus it is with 
plastic furnishings. Some are juke-boxy; 
some have elegance, and with it they 
stay fresh longer, clean easier. 

There are still others, like the plastic- 
coated curtains we show in the bed- 
room, that you’ll have to get used to or 
go without. They clean with a cloth, 
rain won’t hurt them, but they don’t 
look like bedroom curtains; they look 
like shower curtains with ruffles on. If 
America is to accept them, itll have to 
change its notion of how bedroom cur- 
tains should look.

Wien you plan an informal mixed border for sum- 
mer, you’re adopting America’s most popular way of 
growing flowers. You can fill all your space with long- 
lived perennials such as peonies, iris, phlox, and day- 
lilies. Or you can use these as the backbone of your plant- 
ing and get still more color by filling in between them 
with bright annuals—zinnias, marigolds, asters, mallows, 
and cosmos. 

You can add a lot of color in summer bulbs such as 
dahlias and gladioli and summer-blooming lilies— 
regal, turkscap, tiger, goldband, and showy rubrums. 

You can have a background of flowering vines sup- 
ported by a fence or wall. Or you can start your summer 
border against such flowering shrubs as the rosy-red 
weigela, white mockorange, or sunny-yellow hypericums. 

Your mixed border should be packed with the colors 
you like best at the time that is most important to you. 
How close you come to that depends on how you plan now. 


San. For top performance, a mixed flower border should 
get full sun for at least six hours each day. Morning sun is 
preferred, or some in early morning and early afternoon. 


Seil. Most of the plants you’ll want to grow do best when 
set in a loose loamy soil, one that’s neither very sandy, 
nor stiff with clay. Both can be remedied by working in 
some form of humus, peat, leafmold, or grass clippings. 

Never start a new border in a spot where water stands 
for long, either winter or summer. 


Water. Don’t expect peak performance unless you can 
supply water by irrigation or spray when your plants 
need it. Don’t plan a border beyond reach of the hose. 


Background. Shelter from strong winds is advisable. 
Protection against breakage is good common sense. Both 
can often be supplied by a flowering background. 


For best display. Spacing and staking are important. 
With perennials, allow for mature plants—5 to 6 feet 
between peonies, 3 feet between centers of iris clumps, at 
least 4 between the larger summer-blooming daylilies. 
Space seedling marigolds and other annuals 15 inches 
apart, 9 if inedgings. Stake inconspicuously. Let each plant 
stand naturally. Stake delphinium spikes individually. 


For the biggest show, an informal border is planned in three parts

Pictured opposite are two extremes in backgrounds. 
The upper border has a grassy slope behind it, needs 
only this open fence to define the boundary and protect 
the flowers from cross traffic. Below, is a deeper border 
that needs a background to protect it and also screen 
what lies beyond. 

The chief tall plants used here are, left, goatsbeard or 
Spirea aruncus, still good-looking although gone to seed, 
delphiniums, hollyhocks, and shrubby roses. 


Medium-height flowers such as the phlox, yellow day- 
lilies, and the gladioli in the upper picture serve as back- 
ground plants in a border under 4 feet, but look best in 
the middle band of one 6 feet or deeper. 

For a blazing spread of sweetwilliams like the one 
shown opposite, buy plants this spring. Then grow your 
own from seeds this summer for next year’s show. 

Good middle-of-the-bed perennials for a dependable 
summer display are gaillardias, coreopsis, monarda, 


Never underestimate your edgings. They’re always on 
view. They can be perennial and green—the kind you 
keep clipped for trimness, or informal mats of low-grow- 
ing flowers. 

The choice is endless. Consider tidy bindings of green 
box-barberry or teucrinum—silvery-gray lavender—tum- 
bled sweet-smelling pinks—sprawling mats of glowing 
pink petunias and verbenas—lacy lilac and white sweet 
alyssum—toy-soldier line-ups of small scarlet zinnias. 
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Other sturdy perennials good for background positions, 
but not shown, are plume poppy, globethistles, the sev- 
eral meadowrues, liatris with its tall, stiff wands. You 
can also have heliopsis—the handsome orange sunflower, 
coneflowers, rose-pink liatris, and thermopsis that look 
like tall yellow lupines. If your border is more than 6 feet 
deep, do have a narrow access path just in front of these 
background plants. This need not show from the front 
but lets you stake and cultivate without undue stretching. 


Shasta daisies so good beside yellow daylilies, and 
lupines and columbines (pictured at extreme right). 

In deep borders, this is where your peonies and iris 
should go. It’s also the place for tall chrysanthemums of 
the kinds that you think will need staking. 

The taller varieties of marigolds and zinnias, cosmos, 
cleome, asters, satiny godetias, larkspur, and red and 
white jasmine tobacco are the annuals to plant here in 
the middle band of a deep border. 


If your border fronts on the lawn, plan for a mowing 
strip. This need be nothing more complicated than space 
you allow on the cultivated soil for the wheel of the 
lawn mower to run on. Very trim but more costly and 
formal in effect is a mowing strip made of bricks. To 
make this, lay bricks on edge and level with the sod. 
This band also keeps grass from growing into the border 
and mats of flowers from lopping out onto the lawn 
and spoiling the sod, leaves no need for hand trimming.

Spade soil 6 inches deep and work in 2 
inches of peatmoss, compost, or other 
humus to loosen the ground. Rake smooth 
and seed. Coal ashes are also excellent for 
loosening heavy clay soil. 


Feed trees which have bare spots under 
them; soil-robbing tree roots kill more 
grass than does too much shade. 

Punch holes 18 inches deep, 2 feet apart, 
under outer half of branch overhang. Put 
about a pint of complete plant food in each 
hole; tree should have about 3 pounds for 
each inch of trunk diameter. 


Level down a bumpy lawn to make it 
easier to mow. Rake humus-rich top-dress- 
ing into small hollows but don’t cover 
grass more than half an inch deep or it 
may smother. If the hollow is deeper than 
that, dig it up, fill, and plant new seed. Or 
peel back sod, fill underneath with good 
soil, and lay the sod back.

Tisitens are hard on lawns, and your grass can use a lot 
of help in early spring. Correct its shortcomings now and you 
won’t worry during the hot, dry days of summer. 

An early start is important, but don’t be too impatient. Stay 
off your lawn when there is white frost on it or your weight may 
injure or kill brittle grass crowns. And wait until the ground is

no longer soggy or your feet will pack it down into brick-hard 
spots where the grass will fight a losing battle all summer 
But as soon as you can get on the ground, take a good look 
at the grass. Note the bare spots, the slopes washed empty of 
grass, the bumps, and hollows. Then go to work and correct 


your troubles by following these procedures.

Sew seed at the rate of 2 pounds per 1,000 
square feet to thicken an established lawn. 
Don’t plant more heavily or young plants 
will be weakened by crowding. 

Sow early—even while earth is still 
frozen. Seed will sink into frost-loosened 
ground without raking. Use shady-lawn 
mixtures for spots getting little sun. 


Sprinkle the ground lightly but frequently; 
this is the one time of year you can flout 
the rule never to water less than 6 inches 
deep. 

The soil usually has plenty of moisture 
in spring but the surface must be kept from 
drying out until seed has germinated and 
grass roots have started down. 
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Seed at the rate of 4 pounds per 1,000 
square feet where you're starting a new 
lawn. Rake in lightly, covering seed no 
more than half an inch deep. 

Don’t expect merely to scratch hard 
clay with a rake and then get miracles with 
a handful of seed. First prepare poor soil 
as explained across the page. 


Spray with 2,4-D weed-killer only af- 
ter young grass has taken on its darker 
green mature color because 2,4-D may 
also damage seedling grass. 

Pick a windless day, use a coarse spray 
and cover nearby plants; a fine mist of 
2,4-D can drift many yards and do heavy 
damage to other plants. 


Prepare sell carefully when repairing a 
slope bare of grass; otherwise you’re wast- 
ing time. Quickest but most expensive cure 
is sodding. Or sow seed, rake in, cover with 
burlap and keep moist. 

Remove burlap when young shoots 
pierce it, or use light open-mesh material 
like cheesecloth and let it rot away. 


Start mowing before young grass gets high- 
er than 2% inches. Set mower to cut at 1/4 
inches—no shorter. 

Frequent mowing won’t hurt grass, but 
cutting too close will. Don’t let it get too 
high either, or grass plants will develop an 
erect growth habit instead of hugging the 
ground as grass should.

a fourth, and making two new doorways. 

The result: Instead of a house obviously en- 
larged by a wing or an extra bulge, the John- 
stons have a home with harmonious lines. 

If you’re planning to build a small house 
now, and expect your family to grow, plan 
your expansion before you dig a shovelful of 
earth. With good planning, you can cut costs 
by eliminating every unnecessary change.

and nine sketches that tell you... 


As A result of many requests for information on the use of wall- 
paper, we asked Helen Aves to answer your principal questions. 
And we asked Decorator Harry Richardson to supply the nine 
sketches (right) that illustrate these answers from Mrs. Aves. 


1. What wallpapers make a small room look larger? 


Wallpapers with small, allover patterns in soft colors against light 
grounds: Polka dots, stars, small, scattered leaves or flowers, tiny 
bouquets, small diamond designs, and the mild plaids, or two soft, 
light tones on a light ground. Plain papers. Stripes if they’re two- 
toned or fine pin stripes. Another good way to enlarge a room is to 
use three plain walls with one patterned wall. 


2. How can a ceiling be made to seem lower? 


By using a wallpaper with horizontal stripes on three walls and 
plain paper or paint on a fourth wall. 

By painting or papering ceiling color part way down each wall. 

By using a three-foot dado of wallpaper with a narrow strip of 
molding at its top and plain walls above it. 


3. How should you paper a sloping ceiling, as in an attic bedroom? 


Use the same paper on walls and ceiling. But be sure to use a 
pattern with no particular direction to it. A scattered, stylized 
flower, dot, or check pattern is best. Allover neutral color will also 
subdue the sharp breaks where the roof slope joins wall and ceiling. 


. How should a room with walls broken by projections be handled? 


By using a paper that is reasonably bold but has no discernible 
set pattern. Vertical stripes will also hide faults. 


5. Should the same paper be used in the living room and dining room 
when there’s a large opening between the rooms? 
Yes, if you wish to give a feeling of space. But more effective is a 


dramatic paper in dining room and a harmonizing color in living 


room 


6. Where can bold, dramatic patterns be used? 


In small rooms, you don’t live in, such as halls, bathrooms, 
closets, small dinettes, or on one wall of a dining room. The smaller 
the room, the more daring you can be. A phone closet or a powder 
room could be treated to a pattern that almost rocks you on your 
heels. But you wouldn’t want such impact in a room that’s lived in. 


7. Can strong patterns be used in bedrooms? 


Yes, if you keep the strong pattern behind the bed. A striking 
effect will give you a lift every time you enter the room, but you 
won't want to look at it the first thing in the morning, or all day if 
you're in bed recuperating from a cold. Do the rest of the room in

8. Do deep-colored walls require certain types of furnishings? 
No, deep colors can be used with any furniture. You can use any 
umber of walls in deep colors, depending on the effect you want. 
9. What types of paper are best for Modern rooms? 


Stripes, large plaids, bamboo slats, grass cloth, and textured 
designs are all good in Modern rooms. Stay away from conventional 
flowered and geometric designs. It’s wise to combine any paper with 
one or more painted walls.

Wiirre do you want your home? Do you 


want to live in the open country, with privacy, a 
long view, and room for out-of-door activities? 
Or do you prefer a location near transportation, 
friends, or schools? 

Those questions are part of a long list you 
should answer before looking for a site for your 
new home. They are questions which will pay 
dividends in money and satisfaction if properly 
answered—but which will lead to a hornet’s nest 
of troubles if disregarded. 

Remember this when you select your building 
place: Land has characteristics of its own which 
defy changes except at great expense. A poorly 
planned house may be altered—but little can 
be done to correct a poorly chosen site. 

There are two ways to find a suitable building 
lot. One is to look at a number of lots, then check 
their individual disadvantages against their as- 
sets. The other way is to decide first exactly what 
your lot will have to give you, then find a lot 
answering those specifications. 

That procedure, you will find, will save you 
the trouble of checking, one by one, a number of 
lots with basic drawbacks, and will enable you 
to recognize your lot when you find it. 


Ix MAKING your choice between a settled 
area or open country, keep in mind the time you 
are willing to spend going from house to office, 


and the type of transportation you will use. This 
will enable you to mark on a map the general 
areas which come within the time limit. 

What should be near your site? How impor- 
tant is it to you to be near a railroad station, a 
bus line, shopping center, schools, church, or 
friends? If you are far from business, stores, and 
school, a heavy load will be placed on the 
family car, making supplemental transporta- 
tion desirable. 

Another major consideration is cost. Lots are 
cheaper and taxes are lower in thinly settled

To mak- a ridging rug farm and 
flat without tampering with the 
rug itself, look into slipproof under- 
lays. Least expensive are treated 
paper sheets you trim to small-rug 
size or lay side by side to go under 
larger rugs. A sheet 24x48 inches 
costs 50 cents 

You can get antiskid padding in 
rubberized fiber at around $1 per 
running yard; in moisture-, dust-, 
and mothproof rubber or compo- 
sition rubber at about $1.50

Curling edges can be held down 
with carpet tacks.

Traveling rugs, like long runners 
that work out of place, can be 
carpet-tacked down. Two tacks at 
each end and one tack in each 
edge halfway between the ends 
should be enough 

Small strips of double-edged 
adhesive tape, gummed on both 
sides, will tape the ends and sides 
of a traveling rug to the floor. 

Or treat a wandering rug with 
one of the non-skid paddings 
mentioned above, or with a regular 
rug cushion. Rug cushions are 


deeper than non-skid pads, and 
are designed to reduce wear and 
lengthen life of the rug. Because of 
their resilience, however, they help 
a rug stay put 


Where to buy it. Most antiskid 
paddings and cushions are sold at 
carpet and rug stores or depart- 
ment-store rug departments. Anti- 
skid liquids, pastes, powders, and 
tapes come from housewares or 
from counters or fron 
hardware stores. Inquire at your 
local stores about other sources of 
antiskid rug products

‘By Jack Darr and W. R. Simmons 


L. YOU own a table-model radio, sooner or later 
it will need repair. Have you ever thought of the 
fun you could have—and the dollars you could 
save-—by making minor repairs yourself? 

Don’t get us wrong. We don’t advise amateur 
tampering with a valuable console radio. Even a 
table model is a complicated piece of machinery; 
unskilled hands can easily throw it out of whack. 

But if you are careful, and can restrain that im- 
pulse to experiment, there are several simple, 
dollar-saving repairs you can make at home. 

First, three warnings. 

Never attempt a repair with the power connected. 

Even with the radio off, switch terminals carry 
110 volts, ready to bite unwary fingers. With the 
radio on, up to 700 volts are present, and can cause 
serious injury or death. Don’t take a chance. 

Never plug in a radio to test a repair without first slid- 
ing the chassis back in the cabinet. 

Never attach a ground wire to a small AC-DC set. 
Most table-model radios are of this type. Use any 
kind of antenna, but don’t hook the set to a wire 
that makes metallic contact with the earth. 

Observing these precautions, here are the repairs 
you can make easily and quickly, together with a 
few tips on things not to do. 





What not to do to your radio. Never 
attempt to adjust any of the small screws 
indicated by arrows.

Trouble: The dial pointer won't turn, or it points to 
the wrong station 


Cause: String driving the pointer is broken or slipping. 


= Disconnect radio and take the chassis out of 
the cabinet. If the pilot light is mounted on the dial face, 
slip it out. Remove dial pointer. Take out screws holding the 
dial face (circled) and remove the face. Then you can see 
the string which drives the pointer.

Cause: Dirt or rust on the contact that moves when the 
volume control shaft is turned, or dirt on the shaft itself.

What to doz Control may need replacement, but try put- 
tine carbon tetrachloride (available at any drugstore) on 
the shaft. Use a medicine dropper. Lay chassis on its back, 
and turn shaft so liquid runs inside where it is most needed 
Turn chassis upside down.

What to doz \ |uilt-in antenna can be coupled to an out- 
side aerial for more volume, assuming the radio is in good 
working order otherwise. If there is a connection in vout 
radio marked “A” or “ANT,” hook a flexible piece of wire 
about 25 feet long to it. String the wire around the room, out 
of the way, or hook it to an outside aerial. 

If no connection is provided, as in the set pictured above, 
wind the piece of wire around the edge of the built-in anten- 
na. One or two loops will do the job. Tie the inside end of the 
extra wire to a projection of the frame, and string the other 
end around the room. Or better still, connect one end of the 
extra loop to a ground wire (being careful not to ground the 
radio itself), and connect the other end to an outside aerial 


Trouble: Rattles and rasps in the radio’s tone. 
Cause: Tears in the paper that covers the speaker cone, 
possibly looseness around the rim of the speaker. 


What to do: Disconnect radio and remove chassis. Repair 
tears in the speaker with a few drops of glue. Apply it spar- 
ingly with a pipe cleaner or toothpick. Spread glue on both 
sides of the tear if the inside is accessible. Press edges of tear 
together, and hold them until the glue starts to set. Let ce- 
ment drv an hour before turning on the radio. 

If the speaker rim is loose, as pictured, pry it up gently 
with a screwdriver or fingernail file. Put glue under it, and 
press into place. Be careful not to shift the speaker cone out 
of position, or you might spoil the radio’s tone. Repairing a 
shifted cone ts ob for a specialist, not a home handy man

No radio should be 
placed near the room’s heating 
apparatus or near windows, for 
humidity will cause the wood to 
expand, and extreme dryness will 
cause contraction 

When a portable radio is idle, 
take the batteries out and store 
them in a cool, dry place.

But, though we surround our children 
with a cordon of police, and inoculate them 
with all the antitoxins, there is no immunity 
against exposure to pain and grief. There is 
always the unexpected that so abruptly ends 
routine happiness, no matter how foolproof 
our precautions may have seemed. 

The fact is that the more mature we be- 
come, the greater is our capacity for sustain- 
ing shock. Our task is to courageously, 
wisely, and honestly gear our children to 
withstand rather than postpone its impact. 


Illness and invalidism. The Platts of West- 
chester have always believed in facing un- 
pleasant facts. Their experience proves that 
you can prepare your children to do the 
same. 

Nine-year-old Timmy had gone with his 
mother to visit Mr. Platt, convalescing in 
the hospital on the fourth day after an 
operation.

Just many little things taught 
in easy stages—helping mother bandage a 
badly cut finger, nursing sick pups, and the 
like. The Platt youngsters are destined to 
become efficient men and women. 

Contrast Timmy Platt with Michael, 
harmonica prodigy who was enlisted by the 
director of his club to play for a badly 
crippled nephew. The director, accustomed 
to the helpless, distorted figure of his 
nephew, didn’t consider the possible effect 
on the 11-year-old musician, whose parents 
had always kept him out of sickrooms. 

Michael could scarcely finish his selec- 
tion. Pale and tottering, he was caught just 
as he collapsed outside the crippled boy’s 
room. Revived from his fainting spell, 
Michael confided thoughtfully: ‘“SNow I 
guess I will know a lot more about other 
people’s troubles.” 

Happenings like this make you wonder: 
“What will be the total effect of such sudden 
shocks? Wouldn’t my children, like Michael, 
prefer to learn more gradually?” 

Suppose that you or one of your children 
should meet with an accident, become dis- 
figured or incapacitated? Because such 
shocks are more personal than injuries to a 
stranger, the impact is that much greater. 
To reduce emotional strain and shock, avoid 
cynicism, and build right attitudes and 
helpful responses, you should begin a pro- 
gram of preparation when your children are 
still small. But remember to provide a 
shock absorber. Disaster and pain, whether 
seen or heard about, stir up curiosity and 
rapid fire questions. “‘Did he scream and 
cry, Daddy?” Your answer should be 
softened with a description of the doctor’s 
gentleness, the wonderful nursing, the lux- 
ury of special meals, the happiness cards 
and flowers will bring.

How does a soldier conduct him- 
self? What does a nurse do when 
someone is hurt? When tragedy 
strikes in vour family or neighbor- 
hood, the hero appeal is a great 
fortifier and comforter. ‘““My idol 
didn’t fail, and I won’t either.” 

Children of junior-high-school 
age should be instructed in first 
aid and lifesaving. When your 
children know they are able to 
help, their horror of pain and in- 
jury is lessened and, often, entirely 
eliminated. If she knows first aid, 
your young daughter can treat an 
injured person without flinching. 
If she’s a mere spectator, the sight 
of blood might make her sick 


Grief through death. You just 
can’t say: “There is death. You 
had better learn something about 
it.’ We have to explain the depth 
of human love and what anguish 
the breaking of earthly ties pro- 
duces. You must carry a child be- 
vond the immediate crisis, assuring 
him that time will heal the present 
sense of loss 

Skippy’s mother has a wise and 
graded program for preparing her 
child to handle grief. She put it into 
operation last year when little 
Cathy down the street was burned 
to death. The ambulance had 
whisked Cathy away before most of 
the children in the neighborhood 
were up. The mothers held a 
council and settled on an iron- 
curtain policy—all except Skippy’s. 
She regarded the scheme as flimsy, 
unrealistic, and a blow to charac- 
ter growth. 

With carefully chosen words and 
explanations suited for a 7 
old, she muted the tragic news and 
reduced shock with an incentive to 
be of assistance: ““You could make 
Cathy’s mother a lot happier than 
I can if you took this cake to her. 
And think how you could help heal 
her sorrow if you stopped in for a 
few minutes each day.” 

Skippy was thrilled over the 
prospect of being useful. There 
wasn’t any storm of depression for 
him to ride out. 

A death in the immediate family 
makes the problem more critical. 
Just because a 6-year-old girl 
doesn’t shed tears and go around 
with a bereaved look, don’t say 
“Connie doesn’t appreciate what's 
happened to Mother.” Connie 
may be keeping her grief to her- 
self, which is much worse

I WOULDN'T build a house without a fireplace. Sup- 
pose it does cost $500, or even $800. You can’t put a price 
tag on the things a fireplace stands for. 

I have three good reasons for wanting a fireplace. Senti- 
ment is the first, and it’sa good enough reason to outweigh all 
arguments against it. A house without a fireplace is cold 
not frigid, but barren of warmth. [t looks as if something is 
missing. Something is—a gathering place for the family. 

If you think back to your childhood, you will probably 
find that many of your recollections are of storytelling in front 
of a crackling fire; of roasting potatoes or marshmallows in 
the coals; of slowly growing drowsy from watching the 
flames; of hanging stockings at Christmas; of thawing out 
stiff fingers and toes after playing in the snow. The flavor of 
memories of home is gone without the mental picture of a 
fireplace to hang them on 

Lighting the fire in a fireplace is almost always a signal 
to the family to come running. There’s something magnetic 
about the popping of a wood fire, the smell of smoke, the 
dance of the flames. It eases tension and draws the family 
together. It’s an anodyne that melts the lines of strain from 


your face, and makes you feel better and sleep better. 


You hear some people say that a cord of firewood costs 
more these days than they want to spend. You'll find that 
these same people don’t think twice about spending that 
money for movies, and going out in the cold to see them.

Turn carpenter yourself 


Home-built furniture cuts fur- 
nishing costs way down. I know. 
Two and a half years ago I took 
up carpentry. Since then I’ve 
saved over $800 by building four 
storage pieces myself instead of 
turning them over to a professional 
carpenter. Bookshelves cost $81 
against a $265 estimate; dish cup- 
board cost $52 against $275 
buffet cost $58. against $345; 
and nursery storage cost $47 
against $268 

And you don’t need to apologize 
for making your own furniture, 
either. Not only are you saving 
money, but you're getting pieces 
that actually fit your space and 
needs, pieces that are tailored to 
suit your taste. 


Try carpentry in your spare 
time 

Whatever the project you decide 
upon, you're the one to be pleased. 
There’s no hurry, no boss, no due 
date, so you can relax and take 
your time about finishing it after 
work and on Saturdays 

You don’t know the first thing 
about carpentry? Fine. Then you 
bring a brand-new viewpoint to 
carpentry 

A bumblebee can’t fly; his body 
is too heavy for his wings. But a 
bumblebee doesn’t knoy this, so 
he flies along beautifully. 

You don't know you're not a 
carpenter, so go ahead—make 


something. All you'll need is wood, 
a handful of tools, and patience. I 
use my kitchen for a workshop, but 
we've never had a complaint from 
neighbors because I do all the saw- 
ing in the daytime and put the 
pieces together with screws. 


Buy tools as you go along 


Get one or two tools at a time as 
you need them. That way vou'll 
build up your toolbox without 
spending a large lump sum. I got 
all the tools I needed for my fur- 
niture building for about $40 
and saved enough on the book- 
shelves to pay for them. Here’s my 
list, to give you an idea of what 
you might need:

Refrigerator care 


Door gasket should be cleaned 
regularly, as any accumula- 
tion of food grease will dam- 
age the rubber. This seal must 
be in good condition to keep 
heat out of the box. Wash the 
gasket at least once a month 
with mild soap or a detergent 
and water, followed by rins- 
ing with clear water. A dust- 
ing with tale stops sticking 


To make a door swing easily 
and smoothly, slip the hinge 
pins out one ata time. Then 
puff in a little powdered 
graphite, sold at both hard- 
ware and auto-supply stores. 
Use graphite as lubricant be- 
cause it doesn't collect dust

All metal parts need to be 
polished regularly, both for 
appearance and to prevent 
possible rusting. Do the job 
with jewelers’ rouge, which 
you can get at hardware and 
jewelry stores, or use silver or 
chromium polish. Apply with 
a soft, dry cloth and rub vig- 
orously. Ice-cube trays need 
cleaning with warm, soapy 
water. Don't use an abrasive; 
scratches may make cubes stick 


Some refrigerators were de- 
signed so the rubber gasket on 
the door can easily be re- 
placed when it deteriorates. If 
the design of your refrigerator 
permits, take out screws hold- 
ing corner plates, side strips, 
and center plate, and remove 
the old gasket.

When you buy wax, you have a choice between buff- 
ing-type waxes and self-polishing waxes. For special uses 
for each type and for the best ways to apply them, study 
these pages and those that follow. 


Ratling-tape waxes 

Paste and liquid waxes, the buffing-type waxes, require 
polishing, but give a more permanent finish than se/f- 
polishing waxes. The glossy protecting surface will last 
3 to 4 months with proper care. 


For a wooden floor that’s never been waxed before or a 
floor from which all wax has been removed, many prefer 
paste wax for the first coat. 


For upkeep. For additional wax coatings on wooden 
floors, many prefer /:quzd wax, since it’s easier to apply 
and cleans at the same time.

Before polishing, allow to dry 30 minutes or ac- 
cording to the manufacturer's directions. 
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*olish until surface is lustrous, with a weighted 
brush or electric floor polisher. If you’ve allowed 
the proper time for drying, the luster will come up 
almost instantly. A second, thin coat of wax, ap- 
plied and polished like the first, adds further beauty 
and protection. Three wax coats give a satiny 
finish you can keep with a minimum of care. 


To remove black marks and scratches, rub with liquid 
wax until they disappear. Treat any worn spots 
with a reapplication of wax. After you’ve polished 
the rewaxed area, it will blend in with rest of floor, 
so there’s no patched effect. Stairsteps stay shining 
if given a frequent touch-up with liquid wax. 

Daily dusting with a dry dust mop removes dust 
and dirt particles. Never use an ovled mop; it softens 
wax and leaves an unabsorbed film of grease to 
catch dust. If water is spilled on waxed floors, 
wipe it up at once or it might make a white spot 
which will require rewaxing.

Water drains from a roof into gutters, hung on the roof’s edge. 
Then it flows to downspouts which lead it to the ground or to a 
disposal system. 

Hence, all gutters must be pitched slightly toward the down- 
spout openings. You'll find that most of your gutter troubles can 
be traced to standing water. Water fails to run off when the 
pitch is lost because the weight of ice and snow forces the gutter 
out of line, or when the gutters and downspouts are clogged with 
leaves and other debris. 

Even a badly rusted section of gutter doesn’t necessarily have 
to be replaced. Four of the pictures on this page show how a rusted 
gutter can be renewed so it will give vears of additional service. 
Other pictures that follow show how you can make your whole 

inh at ' roof drainage system work better and last longer.

Splasher guards can be added 
to gutters at points like this, 
where an unusually large vol- 
ume of water must be handled.

When you replace a gutter, 
you won't need solder if you 
use slip connectors. Coat con- 
necting ends of the gutter with 
roofing cement. Be sure over- 
lapping top lip of the con- 
nector faces the direction of 
water flow. In the background 
is a solderless-slip end cap, 
which should also be fitted on 
with waterproof roofing cement 


To join two pieces of drain- 
pipe, crimp the end of one to 
reduce its diameter so that it 
will fit snugly into the other 
piece. To crimp, take a firm 
grip on the pliers and give 
them a sideways turn. Do this 
all around the end of the pipe

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A STOCK house plan may not 
fit your family to a T. Minor 
changes may be required, and you 
are undoubtedly the one to decide 
what changes should be made.

What he didn’t know was that 
brick often makes a small house 
look smaller, that small-paned 
windows are more work to clean 
and not as attractive on this house, 
that the house was too small for 
the wart he added to the front, and 
that the garage was well-designed 
to begin with, 
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> Another butcher made only 
minor changes, but the _ results 
were a major mess. He detached 
the garage to get more light in the 
kitchen, which left him a tiny, 
boxy house. He installed fixed 
glass adding shutter-like louvers 
beside the windows for ventilation 
This change made the window 
opening much too large for the size 
of the house. Then he painted the 
house all one color, destroying the 
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emphasis of the white trim around 
the front door,

>» To prove that a change is pos- 
sible, here’s the home of a third 
couple who went to a designer for 
help. They, too, wanted more 
light in their kitchen, but got it by 
moving the garage back 12 feet, 
away from the house four feet, and 
connecting it to the house with a 
small breezeway. They also felt 
that a chimney, while not absolute- 
ly necessary, would make their 
home in keeping with others 
around it. So they added, not a 
skinny toothpick, but a full, fat 
chimney.

AFTER 


The finished house is a far cry from what we began with. We gave the siding a coat of hard 
oil so it would hold its color before putting it up with galvanized nails. Trim is white with a 
softening touch of gray in it. Through the balancing archway you can see the carport at rear 


Flush siding covers all outside walls. Single 
door replaced French doors. Roof line was 
extended as archway to balance exterior 


 — from the structural changes you see 
here, we did little to the house we bought in 
_ Lake Bluff, Illinois. Structural changes, though, 
make our “new” home an eye-catcher. 

By filling in a corner where the porch used to 
be, we added 42 square feet of space to our liv- 
ing room,and an under-the-eaves closet upstairs. 
We enclosed a porch across the rear of the house 
to make a large utility room. Over the utility 
room is a deck reached from the two bedrooms 
we cut out of an oversized solarium. The carport 
at one side Shelters our car but doesn’t cut light 
out of the house. 

Painting trim white brought out the color and 
texture of the redwood siding. Adding the arch 
over the driveway was our solution to the prob- 
lem of overcoming the lopsided appearance of 
the house once the porch was gone.

Plastic fabric makes a smooth, 
durable cover for an old table, desk, 
or door. 

It can be tacked over padding 
to improve both looks and feel of 
an inexpensive straight chair. 

It's an easy-to-handle material 
for surfacing such things as radios, 
metal boxes, drainboards, picture 
frames, even old pianos 

It can be used to make your 
lawn furniture virtually weather- 
proof. 

When you shop for plastic 
fabrics for home use, you'll find 
them sold under a variety of trade 
names. They usually come in 
widths of 50 or 54 inches, in a great 
many colors and textures, includ- 
ing some that simulate leather. 
There are two general types 
“supported,” a fabric with a cloth 
backing on the plastic sheet, and 
“unsupported,” without the back- 
ing. For home applications in- 
volving an adhesive, the cloth- 
backed type is preferable 

Photographs that follow show a 
number of specific handy-man jobs 
you may want to try. But whatever 
job you plan to do with a plastic 
fabric, here are several general 
tips that will help you do the job 
right. 


Cutting. Use heavy-duty scissors. 
For very straight cuts, place the 
plastic sheet on a smooth board, 
and cut it by running a sharp knife 
blade along a metal straightedge 
(Sketch A). For intricate cuts, use 
a sharp wood chisel. 


By Walter E. Burton 


Avoid sharp, angular cuts that 
might start a tear (B). Round off 
any inside corner where two 
straight cuts meet (D). Profession- 
als use a hollow punch to make a 
tiny hole at each inside corner (C). 


To make decorative _ inserts, 
place two plastic sheets of contrast- 
ing colors together. Hold them 
firmly and cut the design through 
both sheets at the same time. Then 
exchange the cutouts when you 
glue the plastic in place (E). 


= 
Sewing. You can sew plastic fab- 
rics with a machine. Use a fairly 


long stitch, say six stitches to an 
inch, with light, even tension.

Tissue paper under the seam 
and talcum powder on plastic 
edges will prevent sticking. Use a 
fine needle, with plastic or mercer- 
ized thread. Run the machine 
slower than for ordinary sewing. 
On lawn furniture, use nylon 
thread for rot resistance. 

To smooth a plastic fabric before 
sewing, hang it over an open door. 
Don’t press with an iron; heat may 
soften the plastic. 


Corners. To do a neat job of 
covering an outside corner, cut out 
a square segment of plastic so there 
will be no overlap (F) 

By tipping the angle, you can 
move the joint away from the 
corner so it will be less likely to be 
pulled loose (G). Round the wood 
corner slightly with sandpaper.

Gluing. You can use almost any 
good rubber cement or water- 
mixed glue to cement cloth-backed 
plastic fabric to wood. Waterproof 
casein glue is often used, as are the 
newer resin adhesives. If water- 
proofness is not important, any of 
the old reliable hide or fish glues 
will do the job. If you are covering 
a metal container, select an ad- 
hesive that will stick firmly to both 
cloth and metal. 


abrics 


The adhesive you use should be 
of fairly heavy consistency. 

Some adhesives should be kept 
off the plastic surface, so test a 
scrap for staining. But usually you 
just wipe aw.y any excess that gets 
on the surface, or peel it off later. 

Use plenty of adhesive under in- 
serts, trim strips, corners, and 
edges. Follow directions on appli- 
cation and drying time. 


Tacking. When you cover some- 
thing like a chair seat without us- 
ing glue, draw the plastic fabric 
fairly taut, and hold it with large- 
headed tacks. Place tacks quite 
close together, say every inch or 
less. 


Edges. Easiest way to handle the 
edge of a flat surface is to pull the 
plastic fabric over it and tack on 
the under side (H). 

If you prefer, put a row of close- 
ly spaced decorative tacks directly 
into the edge (I). 

Your cover will last longer if 
you round edges with sandpaper.

Maintenance. Clean plastic with 
a damp cloth, plus an occasional 
washing with soap and water. Use 
cleaning fluid to remove greasy dirt 
if soap and water won't do it. 





Position plastic on glue-covered 
top and roll it down, working air 
bubbles toward the edges. Use a 
photographer’s roller or improvise 
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one by putting a short length of 
window-shade roller under a book. 
Glue or tack edges, depending on 
table. Let glue set for several hours.

Covering a chair seat 


Pad the seat of a straight 
chair with inch-thick sponge 
rubber, cutting pad 4% inch 
larger all around than seat. 
Or make cushion of cotton 
felt, or even stuffing from an 
old chair. Bore holes in wood 
seat to let the air escape. 


Lining a drawer 


The abrasion-resistant, easily 
cleaned surface of a plastic 
fabric makes it a durable 
lining for cabinet drawers, 
especially drawers holding 
kitchen equipment. For 
cushioning, glue thin cork 
sheets into the drawer first. 


To cover a metal container, 
roughen metal surface with 
sandpaper. Cut plastic to 
fit, using as few seams as 
possible. Adhesive can be 
spread on metal or fabric, 
but it spreads more easily 
on fabric. Put plastic into 
place; roll for good contact. 
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Stretch edges of cover taut 
and tack to bottom of seat 
with closely spaced tacks. 
Here, a trim strip was used 
across back edge. Folds, as 
those at corner, should be 
as gradual and rolling as 
possible. If you use a sheet 
of unsupported plastic over 
sponge rubber, add layer of 
muslin between the rubber 
pad and the plastic cover. 


Fasten the plastic lining in 
with waterproof glue and 
roll it firmly into place. 
Tacks may be used to hold 
corners reluctant to stay 
put. For metal drawers, get 
an adhesive that will stick 
to the metal as well as cloth.

CABINET SHOWERS

- my husband, John, came back from 


service, he rushed up to the front door, and 
literally sank through the threshold. Our house 
was ready to fall apart. 

We had to remodel, and with our limited 
budget, it was apparent the work would have to 
be done without professional help. To make the 
job even more complicated, we decided to 
change the style of the house at the same time. 

John is empfoyed by a gas company, so the 
work had to be done evenings and weekends. By 
trial and error, he learned to be architect, car- 
penter, bricklayer, tile setter, plasterer, painter. 

My husband spent the next few months crawl- 
ing underneath the house replacing weakened 
timbers, while I handed him lumber and nails— 
and located the hammer, which he always mis- 
laid. After an inspector approved the founda- 
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tion work, we started remodeling the exterior. 

First we built out the front bedroom to in- 
clude part of the old porch, then removed the 
stucco. We added a porte-cochere (my idea) to 
give width to the house, and for protection from 
the rain. Then we converted a service porch and 
breakfast nook at the rear into a den. We put in 
picture windows that double the light in the liv- 
ing room and bedroom. 


For exterior wall material we used redwood 
siding painted yellow, with white trim around 
windows and the front door. To finish the job, 
we ripped off the tile roof, and used wood 
shingles for the new roof. 

It took us about a year of spare time to do the 
work, and the materials cost us $1,500. But we 
spent not one cent for labor.

How you can make conversation 


By Richard R. Kgl 


ins you like beautiful, new-looking blonde 
furniture for your home? You can have it with a few even- 
ings of work. Bleaching old, dark wood to a lighter hue is 
a comparatively easy process. The odds are 10 to 1 you'll 
be gratified by the results you achieve. 

Naturally light-colored woods, such as oak, elm, and 
birch, are the easiest to bleach. Walnut, mahogany, and 
cherry are receptive to the bleaching process. Darker 
woods may call for repeated applications of bleaching 
solution before you reach the color you want. 

Bleaching an old piece of furniture begins with remov- 
ing the old finish. Take time enough to do a thorough 
job; you can’t bleach out streaks of old varnish. 

Once the wood is stripped down, the hardest part of the 
job is done. These pictures show how bleaching worked 
on an old, scratched record cabinet, originally stained a 
deep red mahogany and covered with heavy varnish.

Varnish remover is applied with an old paintbrush to doors of 
the cabinet. The remover softens the finish and lifts it free of 


the wood. Here taking the doors off simplified the job and made it 
possible to work on a flat, level surface where the solution would 
not run. You can improvise a bench by laying boards across saw- 
horses. If your skin is sensitive, wear rubber gloves as you work

? Removing old varnish after it is loosened is a messy job at best. 

Give the remover plenty of time to penetrate and do its job. 
Then you can scrape the sludge away with a putty knife or coarse 
steel wool. A neater method of removal is pictured. After varnish 
is loosened, it is covered with wood shavings, and the residue wiped 
away with a dry cloth. Shavings absorb surplus liquid like a blot- 
ter. Coarse sawdust or excelsior work equally well. Be sure that 
you dispose of this residue; the remover may be inflammable 


When the old finish is gone, the surface must be neutralized 
and any waxy residue washed away. You can do this job with 
lacquer thinner, turpentine, gasoline, or wood alcohol. Lacquer thin- 
ner was used here. Just saturate a cloth with the neutralizer and 
wash surface clean. Be sure to clean recessed corners thoroughly

4 This is the first application of a two-solution commercial 

bleach. It is poured into a glass bowl, then applied with a 
stiff brush. Such commercial bleaches are tested preparations, more 
likely to satisfy you than homemade bleaches. Apply the first solu- 
tion, let it stand the designated time, then apply the second solu- 
tion. After this has had time to work, the wood can be lightened a 
bit more by washing with soap and water. On veneer, use very 
little water so you don’t loosen the glue. 

If a red stain is present, it may be necessary to use a third solu- 
tion, a special stain remover, to finish the job. Red stains are likely 
to bleed through final finish if not removed completely. Imperfec- 
tions filled with a colored filler may have to be gouged out and re- 
filled to match the final! finish. You can refill them with melted stick 
shellac of the right color. Fill any other deep mars in the wood too 


When the wood is bleached to the color you want, sand it 

lightly with a padded block and No. 3-0 sandpaper. This will 
prepare the surface for finishing. The bleaching process raises the 
grain slightly, so many small scratches will disappear. If stains 
have penetrated deeply, you may find it necessary to repeat the 
whole bleaching operation. The finish you select—wax, shellac, 
clear lacquer, or varnish—depends on the kind of wood you have

following the assassin’s trail with 
her eyes. ““This is where the history 
books really come to life.” 
Because Washington is magi- 
cally able to make our national 
past live again, it is a city of rever- 
ent pilgrimage for all Americans— 
the four million who will go there 
this summer, and the 136 million 
others who hope someday to stroll 
its shady streets, walk through its 
museums, and stand awed by the 
majesty of its public buildings. 


Or THOSE who make the trip 
this summer, more than half a mil- 
lion will be high-school graduates, 
for whom a Washington visit cli- 
maxes four years of hard work. Af- 
ter them will come whole families, 
parents and children sharing a 
great and impressive experience. 
In July and August, the peak of the 
season, the city is overflowing with 
visitors. 

Since Washington has cared for 
tourists for nearly 150 years, and 
since these pilgrims form the com- 
munity’s second largest source of 
revenue (government being the 
first) the whole city is trained in 
hospitality, and its facilities are 
geared to the family purse. A trip 
to Washington represents one of 
the least expensive types of holiday. 
Perhaps nowhere else in the world 
can a vacationing family do so 
much at so little cost. In the 65 
hotels, rates run from $2.50 to $14 
for a couple, with the average 
around $7 a day. 


Girb.inc the city, within easy 
motoring distance, are more than 
2,000 tourist homes and motor 
courts. Within the town itself are 
an equal number of restaurants. 
And, precisely because Washing- 
ton is one vast showpiece, sight- 
seeing is completely painless. 

For $1.50, fer example, you can 
buy a streetcar pass, good for a 
week, and see the city’s landmarks 
on rails. For $2.50 (short excur- 
sion) to $7.50 (all-day tours) you 
can sign up for conducted trips 
with any one of 30 licensed 
agencies. There are 10 thousand 
taxicabs available for short rides 
or charter, and practically all 
drivers double as guides. 


Ar FIRST sight, Washington is 
an overpowering city. It is the only 
capital of a major nation built ac- 
cording to a plan, and the plan at 
firstglance seemsconfusing. Massive 
stone buildings rise from green 
parks. Heroes of the past, bestrid- 
ing their horses, look out at the 
motorcars streaming past. In Rock 
Creek Park, primeval trees and a 
foaming brook form a tie with the 
wilderness, and highlight the-mir- 
acle of this great city, which will 
celebrate its one-hundred-fiftieth 
anniversary in 1950. 

As the visitor extends his stay, 
everything in Washington falls 
neatly into place—Capitol Hill 
and the long green reach of the 
Mall past the Washington Monu- 
ment to the marble grandeur of the 
Lincoln Memorial; the tremendous 
government buildings; the rolling 


hills of Arlington, across the Poto- 
mac, where the tombstones of 
fallen soldiers glitter in the sum- 
mer light; and the winding ribbon 
of the river itself, arching around 
the city. 

Though there are more than 100 
parks, buildings, museums, historic 
sites, and scenic points which can 
be visited in Washington, most 
visitors want first to see the Big 
Four. This grouping of notable 
points consists of (1) the Capitol, 
with its classic dome and over- 
powering blend of past and pres- 
ent; (2) the Washington Monu- 
ment, a 555-foot-high obelisk, the 
best-known landmark in America; 
(3) the Lincoln Memorial, where 
our Civil War President, massive 
in bronze, looks out at the city 
through marble colonnades; and 
(4) Mount Vernon, home of George 
Washington, 15 miles and 35 min- 
utes by car from the center of the 
city, where you contribute 25 
cents per person for the upkeep of 
this historic mansion. 


Tus year, tourists will be able 
to view the White House only from 
its lawns. Inside, workmen are 
swarming through the great rooms 
made so familiar by schoolbook 
pictures. A $500,000 program of 
reconditioning is under way. And 
the President himself is living 
across Pennsylvania Avenue in 
Blair House. This classic four- 
story stucco building, in _ itself 
historic, is visible from the street, 
but there are no facilities for visi- 
tors. 

It may be late autumn, or even 
midwinter, before the White House 
is again open to pilgrims, some 40 
million of whom have walked 
through its public rooms, but all 
the other great buildings of Wash- 
ington will be ready to receive 
their owners. 


Ix ANY case, whatever you 
choose to doin Washington, where- 
ever you decide to spend the day, 
it’s difficult to ignore the dome of 
the Capitol, towering over the 
city. In more than one sense, this 
great structure and its flanking 
office buildings inevitably will 
form the focal point of your visit. 

There is a sound reason for this. 
By writing your congressman or 
senator in advance, you will be ac- 
corded a number of privileges: (1) 
Seats in the visitors’ gallery on days 
when the section reserved for the 
public is crowded; (2) perhaps a 
chance to pay a personal call on 
your state’s representative in the 
colorful Senate or House lobbies; 
(3) lunch, either with him, or by 
his courtesy, in the Senate or 
House restaurants; and (4) if he’s 
a senator, a ride on the little mono- 
rail cars that run underground be- 
tween the Capitol and the Senate 
Office Building. 

From the massive bronze doors 
of the Rotunda to the little walk- 
way under the dome, from which 
visitors on the floor below seem 
dwarfed; from the vivid paintings 
that line the hallways to the im-

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How really to 
see Washington 


ho DO Washington in a day is unpardonable; to sample it 
in three days is perhaps possible; but to feel a part of this great 
capital city you must plan to stay for a week, if not longer. “It 
is impossible to know Washington unless you devote seven 
days to your study,”’ says Harry T. Thompson, Assistant 
Superintendent of the National Capital Parks. 

The question then is: How to plan for a week in Washing- 
ton? Seasoned residents, accustomed to showing off their city, 
pretty much agree on the schedule outlined below. Clip it out 
and file it in your scrapbook of vacation plans. 


Ist day 


Walking tour on Capitol Hill. 
Visit the House Office Buildings, 
the Library of Congress, the 
Folger Shakespeare Library, the 
Supreme Court, the Senate Office 
Building, the Botanical Gardens, 
and the Capitol itself, all free. 


2nd day 


By auto, drive from Capitol 
Hill to the Washington Monu- 
ment. Take the elevator to the 
observatory platform, to see all 
Washington at your feet. Go on 
to the Jefferson Memorial, the 
Pan American Union; drive past 
the White House; visit the Cor- 
coran Art Gallery; the Com- 
merce Building, with its aquar- 
ium; the Department of Justice, 
where F.B.1. ‘“‘gang-busting” ex- 
hibits will fascinate the young- 
sters; the National Archives, with 
still vacant shrines for the Con- 
stitution and Declaration of In- 
dependence (Congress declines 
to let them leave the Library of 
Congress); and the National Gal- 
lery of Art, with one of the 
world’s great collections. All of 
these also are free. 


3rd day 


By auto, to the National 
Academy of Science, with ex- 
hibits the youngsters can operate 
themselves; to the Lincoln Me- 
morial, most-visited of all Wash- 
ington attractions; across the 
Potomac to Arlington Cemetery 
and the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier, as well as Robert E. 
Lee’s mansion (10 cents); to 
Alexandria, where the village 
life of 150 years ago has been 
preserved; and end the day at 
Mount Vernon (25 cents). 


4th day 


By auto to the Bureau of En- 
graving, where stamps and bonds 
thunder from the presses; to the 
Tidal Basin, a placid barrier be- 
tween East and West Potomac 
Parks, where the cherry trees 
blossom in early April; to the 
Freer Gallery; and, finally, to the 


Smithsonian Institution, the New 
National Museum (natural his- 
tory), and the Old National Mu- 
seum (inventions, personal relics 
of the presidents). 


Sth day 


By car to Ford’s Theater and 
the Petersen House, across the 
street, where Lincoln died (10 
cents each); to Meridian Hill 
Park, a remarkable formal gar- 
den; along “Embassy Row,” 
home street of diplomats, to the 
National Zoo; to the Naval Ob- 
servatory, where clocks that de- 
termine standard time are housed; 
to the Washington Cathedral, 
rearing its half-finished bulk high 
on Mt. St. Albans; across to 
Georgetown, a section that cher- 
ishes its Colonial past; and down- 
town to LaFayette Square, across 
from the White House. 


Gth day 

By car to the Government 
Printing Office, one of the 
greatest publishing houses in the 
world; out, leisurely, through 
Rock Creek Park, often described 
as the most beautiful big-city 
recreation area in the world; 
eastward to Catholic University 
and the nearby Franciscan Mon- 
astery with its replica of the Ro- 
man Catacombs (25 cents for 
guided tour); through the Nation- 
al Arboretum, a park filled with 
remarkable trees; and then on to 
Annapolis, an hour away, the site 
of the Naval Academy. 


7th day 


Sunday services in a number of 
historic churches, including the 
New York Avenue Presbyterian 
Church (Lincoln’s pew) and St. 
Patrick’s, the oldest Catholic 
church in Washington proper. 
Then drive 13 miles up the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Canal to 
the Great Falls of the Potomac. 
As an alternative, ride up a sec- 
tion of the Canal on a mule- 
drawn barge (60 cents for adults, 
30 cents for children) or make a 
boat trip down the Potomac,

pressive House and Senate cham- 
bers; from the great stairways to 
the reception rooms, the Capitol 
is a building rich in tradition and 
eternally impressive. You may re- 
member its grandeur; your young- 
sters are most likely to recall 
Statuary Hall, where a whisper on 
one side can be heard clearly on 
the other. 

The Capitol itself, like other 
public buildings, can be efficiently 
seen on an hour’s guided tour 
(cost 25 cents) but even after that 
is over you may want to go back 
and wander around on your own. 
And then, having completed your 
study of this building, whose cor- 
nerstone was laid in 1793, you will 
walk across to the Library of Con- 
gress. 

The six million books in this im- 
mense building may seem impres- 
sive initially, but to most Ameri- 
cans the Library is notable because 
it enshrines, in glass cases, the 
Declaration of Independence and 
the Constitution. To visitors, there 
is a further point: The Library is 
open until 10 o’clock in the even- 
ing. All other major public build- 
ings close at 5 p. m. 


From the Capitol, it is just a step 
to the Folger Shakespeare Library, 
with rare folios on exhibition; the 
Supreme Court Building (Court is 
in session October to May) and the 
Botanical Gardens, where tropical! 
ferns and great palm trees bring 
the South Seas into the city. Nearly 
every month in the year, there are 
flower displays here. 

There are intervening buildings 
you will want to visit, but the 
Washington Monument, visited by 
a million Americans each year, is 
second only to the Capitol in its uni- 
versal appeal. For a dime, you are 
carried up to the observatory under 
the roof, just beneath the pyramidal 
cap. As you ride upward, a re- 
corded voice tells you the history of 
this structure (tallest masonry 
structure in the world; started in 
1848, completed in 1885). 

“There used to be the darndest 
chattering and yammering going 
on in this elevator,” says Parks 
Superintendent Thompson, “but 
the moment we installed this re- 
cording, everyone became silent. 
It puts people in the proper mood 
to appreciate this monument.” 


Tue custodians of the monument 
have their own private troubles 
with it: People scribble their 
names, in lipstick or pencil, on the 
walls of the staircase descending 
from the top, and this keeps a 
cleaning crew busy almost all the 
time; the thin slabs of stone on the 
outside have a tendency to crack 
away, and replacement work is 
regularly needed. 

Across the Mall is the Smithson- 
ian Institution, founded in 1846 on 
the gifts of an irascible Englishman 
whose own country ignored him 


James Smithson, who never set 


foot in the United States. This red 
brick, rambling structure always 
has been charged with argument. 
For years, its directors refused to 


accept the unmistakable evidence 
that Wilbur and Orville Wright 
had flown the first airplane. In- 
stead, they gave precedence to 
Samuel Langley, whose plane 
hangs in the great center hall. 

Visitors this year will see the end 
of the argument—the Wright 
Brothers’ plane, with a description 
underneath which acknowledges 
their primacy in the air. For years, 
this historic piece of mechanism has 
been in England, it has come back 
as a gesture of good will. From 
outside, the Smithsonian is memo- 
rable because it is one of the few 
public buildings in Washington 
not built in the traditional Graeco- 
Roman style. 


Srricty speaking, the Smith- 
sonian is a group of buildings, 
comprising the main structure, the 
Old National Museum, and the 
New National Museum. The whole 
family will find this a fascinating 
place. In the Old Museum the his- 
tory of the telegraph, telephone, 
sewing machine, and many mili- 
tary weapons is graphically shown 
with real working models. Wives 
and daughters will linger at the ex- 
hibit of wax figures showing the 
actual costumes of presidents’ 
wives, beginning with Martha 
Washington; every member of the 
family will pause to look reverently 
at the original flag which floated 
over Fort McHenry and inspired 
Francis Scott Key to write 7 he Star 
Spangled Banner. 

The New Museum, across the 
Mall, is jam-packed with exhibits 
of American animals in their native 
settings; with models of early 
American Indian villages; and 
with nearly a million plant speci- 
mens. There are so many things to 
be seen in the Smithsonian group 
that it is all too easy to overlook im- 
portant exhibits. For this reason, 
it’s a good idea to allot half a day, 
if you can, to a leisurely tour. 


Down the Mall, looking both 
toward Arlington and the Capitol, 
is the Lincoln Memorial. Up its 
steps come nearly two million 
visitors a year—in daylight, when 
Lincoln seems to retire behind the 
shadowy pillars; and until 9 at 
night, when floodlights bathe the 
19-foot-high statue. 

Custodians here have no trouble 
with vandalism. “The statue seems 
to overawe them,” says one guard. 


“People come up the last steps as if 


they were walking into a church.” 
On a warm day, a visitor who puts 
a hand against one of the walls will 
be surprised to feel heat coming 
through. Concealed pipes warm 
the walls to prevent condensation 
and to save visitors from a drench- 
ing. 

Next month, in particular, the 
Lincoln Memorial is seen at its 
most dramatic, rising over the pink 
flood of the cherry blossoms along- 
side the Tidal Basin. Half a million 
outsiders come to see this great 
natural spectacle, and the city 
marks the occasion by a Cherry 
Blossom Festival.

ment horticulturists, studying buds 
and records impartially, have suc- 
ceeded in predicting the blossom- 
ing of the trees within a day or two. 
Usually, the date is close to April 
15. Washington newspapers run 
daily reports; and: the whole city 
waits breathlessly for this annual 
miracle. 

Since the government doesn’t 
want its visitors to go away disap- 
pointed, its scientists have even 
devised a method for keeping the 
petals on the cherry blossoms. By 
using a hormone spray, the petals 
have been held on the trees for as 
long as 10 days, and they have re- 
sisted even the torrential storms 
which occasionally beat down dur- 
ing April. 


To THE summer visitor, particu- 
larly the visiting family, East 
Potomac Park has a particular 
significance. Hard by the Tidal 
Basin is a government tourist 
camp. Here, in comfortable cabins, 
a family of four may live for $2 a 
night, plus $1.05 for the first night 
for sheets and pillowcases. This is a 
little-known facet of Washington 
housing, but it is generally filled 
to capacity. It’s advisable to write 
to the National Capital Parks, 
Washington, three weeks in ad- 
vance of your visit to insure a res- 
ervation. 

From the park, speedboats op- 
erate daily for a view of the city 
from the water. Rates are low: 60 
cents for adults, 30 cents for chil- 
dren. The “Potomac Clipper,” a 
full-size sight-seeing boat, makes 
14-hour scenic trips four times 
daily, at a charge of $1.15 per 
person. All such prices are regu- 
lated by the government. 


Sucu a week as that described 
on page 213, even with side trips to 
places you may cull from the 
scores of ‘guidebooks sold or dis- 
tributed free in Washington, by no 
means exhausts the variety that is 
Washington. There are military 
band concerts on the steps of the 
Capitol three nights a week, with 
the floodlit dome seeming to float 
in space above the listeners. At the 
Water Gate, beside the Arlington 
Memorial Bridge, you may rent a 
canoe for $1.50 an hour and listen 
to symphony concerts while afloat 
on the Potomac. 

To the motoring visitor, Wash- 
ington can be either a delight or a 
dilemma. From 7:45 to 9:15 a.m., 
and from 4:30 to 5:30 p.m., roads 
leading in or out of town are 
jammed with government workers, 
and streets downtown are fairly 
well clogged. It’s best to do your 
touring out of hours—before or af- 
ter the times specified above.

THoucu parking regulations are 
rather stringent, and the signs may 
seem confusing, police are patient 
and helpful with out-of-towners 
who unintentionally violate the 
law.

of the window. In houses of colonial design, this hori- 
zontal line is effective in helping reduce the height of a 
story-and-a-half or two-story house. In houses of more 
contemporary design that are only one story high, ver- 
tical window lines are important in controlling the ap- 
pearance of the house. 

There are variations of the doudle-hung window which 
solve some of the problems. One type has the bottom 
pane of a four-pane window hinged at the bottom and 
held in place with spring catches. With the window it- 
self closed and locked, you can still have ventilation 
through this projecting-in bottom pane. And you can 
wash all panes from the inside.

Sliding windows. A sliding window opens horizontally 
instead of vertically. It runs on a track in the sill, and one 
window swings out and past the other, leaving half the 
window opening free for ventilation. Screens are mount- 
ed outside the windows; storm sash fits inside. This type 
of window is made only in wood. 
Sliding windows are attractive in appearance, and 
look well in pairs or in groups. You can get them with or 


without muntins (strips between panes), and because of 


their vertical lines, they are particularly well adapted to 
low-flung, one-story homes. 

You can easily lift the windows out for cleaning. They 
don’t project beyond the wall, are therefore not subject 
to strong wind pressure. They are made in a wide variety 
of sizes, and are weather-tight. Snow and freezing rain 
have no particular effect on their operation. 


These swing out 














Casements. Windows that swing from the jamb and 
open out perpendicular to the house are casements. They 
move on pivots or hinges operated by a lever or crank at 
the sill, and give you the full ventilating value of your 
window opening. They come in steel, aluminum, or 
wood. Both screens and storm windows fit inside the 
casements, and are notched at the bottom for the window 
crank. 

Like sliding windows, casements are very attractive, 
especially in groups. They are excellent for ventilation 
in warm climates because they corral any breeze. Because 
they do open into the weather, maintenance costs are 
higher than for other types of windows. Casements come 
in a wide range of sizes, and have the advantage of being 
easy to wash from the inside.

Strip windows. One way to handle windows in a small 
room with little wall space, or a room without any view, 
is to use strip windows. You can buy them in three styles 
—sliding, projecting out, and projecting in. You will find 
greatest use for them in a.bedroom or on the street side of 
a living room where the street is heavily traveled. These 
windows give the light and ventilation you need without 
reducing privacy, and don’t interrupt your wall space.

Start feeding and spraying roses as soon as first growth ap- 
pears. Feed three times this spring with about 4 pounds of 
complete plant food per 100 square feet of rose bed at each 
feeding. Prune right after date of last killing frost in your 
area. Cut bush roses to 10 inches, but don’t prune climbing 
roses until after they have bloomed. 

Keep ryegrass lawns mowed so they won’t shade out sum- 
mer grasses which are just beginning to grow. Feed all types 
of lawns at least twice during spring, once now and again in 
May. Use 50 pounds pulverized sheep manure and 25 pounds 
of a good plant food for each 1,000 square feet. 

Feed spring-flowering bulbs when in full bloom to insure 
growth of good bulbs for next year, 5 pounds of complete 
plant food for each 100 square feet of bed. 

Kill weeds with hoe and 2,4-D before they get a start. 

Feed azaleas and camellias and make sure they have at 
least 4 inches of mulch as they near the end of blooming.

TEXAS-SOUTHWEST 


Divide fall-blooming perennials such as Shasta daisies and 
chrvsanthemums. Plant zinnias, marigolds, and other tender 
annuals after the middle of the month. Set out seedlings of 
alyssum, coreopsis, petunias, verbenas, and similar flowers 
started indoors as soon as danger of late frost in your area is 
pa 

Prune flowering shrubs (spirea, althea, vitex) as soon as 
possible to insure summer bloom, especially if pruning wasn’t 
done after last season’s flowering. 

Fertilize and spray fruit trees and prune off deadwood. 

Prune roses: remove old canes from climbers to help con- 
trol mildew; feed and spray. 

Re-sod barren and thin spots in the lawn. 

Prepare beds for later planting of dahlias. But be sure not 
to work the ground while it is wet.

CENTRAL-EAST 


Fertilize your lawn on days when ground is frozen and 
clear of snow. Use a low-nitrogen plant food (such as 4-12-4) 
to speed root rather than top development so grass plants will 
have a good root system when dry weather comes. 

Check wrapping on trunks of newly planted trees to make 
sure they haven’t blown loose, since damage comes when the 
spring sun shines on unprotected bark of such trees. 

Straighten any fall-planted evergreens that are slanting 
due to uneven winter settling of earth. 7 

Sow seeds of slow-growing hardy annuals (petunia, alys- 
sum, and snapdragon) indoors. Pinch back petunia and snap- 
dragon seedlings when 3 inches high to make stalky plants. 

Also plant hardy vegetables (head lettuce, broccoli, cab- 
bage) indoors for transplanting next month. 

Start tuberous begonia bulbs for early summer bloom 
(see page 54). Pot and start to force geraniums stored dry in 
cellar over winter. Cut the plants back so they will be stocky 
and keep them well watered.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Prune roses as soon as the weather is good. Burn prunings 
and dead or decaying leaves; black spot and other diseases 
overwinter in stems and leaves. Spray rose bushes with a dor- 
mant spray after pruning and before growth begins; cover 
every cane and the ground around the bushes. 

Plant out pansies, ranunculus, wallflowers, and most other 
plants wintered over in coldframes. Plant cinerarias in rich 
soil in shady spots after about March 25 and give them a lib- 
eral amount of water 

Kill cutworms and insects in the vegetable garden with soil 
fumigant but wait 10 days after fumigating before planting. 

Feed lawns with complete plant food; spray with weed kill- 
er if lawn is weedy. Sow new lawns and water thoroughly if 
weather turns dry after seed is up.

Divide chrysanthemums and keep them growing with 
abundant feeding and regular watering. Take cuttings of 
bedding plants such as coleus, impatiens, geraniums. 

Prune back fuchsias to two or three pairs of eyes on each 
branch. Mulch fuchsias instead of cultivating, if possible, 
since feeding roots are near surface. 

Plant gladioli, tuberoses, yellow callas, and tigridias. Sow 
seed of ageratum, zinnia, phlox, and other annuals. 

Wrap bark of newly transplanted trees or shade them on 
windy and sunny sides to prevent sunscald.

"ROTARY TILLERS 
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Stumbling-block steps 


PROBLEM: The curving steps are an invitation 
to a bad fall since they are spaced 
wrong for normal walking gait. 


SOLUTION .... and what's good about it: 


1 White stripes, 2 inches wide, have been painted on the 
edge of each step. They are easy to see in the dark and 
therefore help you locate the steps at night. 


2 A low, broad planting of Pfitzer junipers has been put 
in on each side of the steps, making the steps seem wider 
and safer. 


3 A vaporproof light has been installed at right side of 
first step, making for surer footing at night. Such lights 
are easy to install on a simple wood or concrete bracket, 
low and close to the steps. The shrubs help hide the in- 
stallation. If there is a side wall alongside the steps, use a 
flush step light which sets into a waterproof box in the 
wall.

Spring pruning 


Shape shrubs by pruning 


The way you prune shrubs will depend on the way you 
want them to grow. Remove suckers as here if you want the 
bush to grow tall into tree form. If you want it to grow into 
a spreading bush, let the strong shoots grow up from the 
base and content yourself with removing weak and dead 
wood and branches which spoil the shape of the shrub 
Rejuvenate old and scraggly shrubs by completely removing 
one-third of the oldest branches to the ground each spring 


Some types of trees are very prone to put out useless and 
unattractive water sprouts near the ground and from the 
upper edges of branches. Nip them off with your hand 
pruners, and make sure you leave no stubs. Many fruit trees 
put out water sprouts from limbs: remove them at once 
because they grow vigorously but seldom produce fruit,

Then stand 
back, take a good look at the branch pattern, and remove 
all stems whose growth is going to spoil the appearance.

Here is a sad example of wrong pruning. The owner of this 
shrub tried to get new growth by whacking it off. Stumps 
are decaying and the bush is an eyesore. New growth can be 
forced with many shrubs by cutting back to the ground, but 
not 6 inches above it. Such action, plus heavy feeding, 
might still give this plant a fair chance to pull through,

Growing hyacinths indoors 


I want to start hyacinths indoors. I was told to pot 
bulbs in good soil with tops 14 inch below the surface 
and then place in a cool, dark place. But what’s the 
next step after that? K. L. B. 


Right now the needs of your 
hyacinths are coolness, dark- 
ness, and moisture. But when 
flower buds show as they do 
here, move plants into the 
light, but not sunshine. Keep 
them cool (less than 60 de- 
grees) for another two days to 
adjust them to the change 
without any shock to the plants 


Then move the piants into sun- 
light. Hyacinths, like most 
other bulbs used indoors, need 
plenty of water so never let 
them dry out. Your reward will 
be bloom like this; the flower 
heads may be so heavy that 
they will need inconspicuous 
staking to hold them erect 


Don't throw your hyacinths 
away after they are done 
flowering. Keep them growing 
until the danger of killing frost 
is past outdoors. Slip the ball 
of earth out of the pot undis- 
turbed and plant in garden 
soil. Although the bulbs can't 
be forced again and are done 
flowering this season, they'll 
bloom outdoors next year

afford to charge you only a mini- 
mum fee. And because your pat- 
tern of living probably won't 
change too much from year to 
year, once the expert has set up a 
return for you, you will take less of 
his time in succeeding vears 

The importance of using a de- 
duction list such as we discussed 
under Rule 3 can hardly be over- 
emphasized. There are many, 
many items that are deductible 
and are overlooked by taxpayers 
every year. Perhaps the main 
reason for this is that the deductibi- 
lity of items is not based upon logic. 
Many things for which you can de- 
duct appear to be items that “‘just 
shouldn’t be deductible.” 

Did you know that even if it is 
entirely your fault (but not due to 
willful negligence} when you smash 
up your car and even though you 
were using it for pleasure, that 
your loss may be deductible? 

Did you know that if you forget 
to drain the water out of the pipes 
in your home, and even though 
your home is not used in connec- 
tion with your business, if those 
pipes freeze and burst, you can de- 
duct that entire expense of repair? 

Get a deduction list, check it 
carefully and often! 


Your home. Taxwise it is 
cheaper to own your home than to 
rent one, so the alternative of buy- 
ing may be preferred. If you rent 
vour home, the rent is not deduc- 
tible, but if you purchase your own 
home you may deduct both the 
taxes on the house and the interest 
paid in connection with the pur- 
chase. And what is perhaps more 
important.and seldom recognized 
is that the equity in your home is 
receiving tax-free interest. This is 
because any rent vou might have 
paid for a home would have had to 
include a fair return on the owner's 
investments 

Part of your home may also be 
used in connection with your busi- 
ness. If you have callers or clients 
coming to your home, then vou can 
deduct a reasonable amount for the 
room that is used as an office, and 
vou can also deduct a share of the 
heating bill, the water bill, and 
perhaps most of the telephone bill. 
If vou sell your home for more than 
you paid for it, remember in deter- 
mining the cost of the home to you, 
add the cost of all major improve- 
ments, and thus by increasing your 
cost vou will reduce vour total 
profit and as a consequence reduce 
the tax you must pay on that profit. 


Your contributions. Don’t 
forget to list any clothing vou gave 
away to a recognized charity or- 
ganization as well as any money vou 
donated. The reasonable market 
value of the clothing is deductible as 
well as cash contributions. The list 
of organizations to which contribu- 
tions can be made proves why you 
should read the deduction list out 
loud. It's easy to forget about the 
money you give to the Girl Scouts, 
the American Legion, or the 
Christmas Poor Fund 
those gifts are often small. In the

case of the last, it may be money 
tossed into a bucket on the street, 
but if both you and your wife threw 
in a $1 you can, perhaps, save 40 
cents by remembering that you 
made the contribution. In listing 
charitable contributions, don’t for- 
get that the expense actually in- 
curred in driving your car around 
for the church or for the Red Cross 
or any other recognized organiza- 
tion is a deductible expense. Six 
cents per mile is a fair estimate. 


Your medical expenses. The 
deduction list will itemize many 
medical expenses that you might 
overlook. Perhaps the most im- 
portant oversight might be medi- 
cal travel. If a mother or father 
or even a servant must accompany 
a sick person to a distant clinic, the 
expense of travel for the patient 
and the accompanying person can 
be deducted as a medical expense, 
and, of course, the hotel bills and 
food bills can be deducted as well 
if the presence of the relative or 
servant is necessary for continued 
care of the patient. 


Your job expenses. You can 
deduct for the original cost and the 
periodic cleaning of uniforms and 
other articles of clothing “that are 
specifically required by the tax- 
payer's business, being used solely 
in his business, and not adaptable 
to continued wear to the extent 
that they may be said to replace 
the wearers’ regular clothing.” 
Money spent to buy tools and the 
cost of maintaining an automobile 
(to the extent that it is used in 
business) are deductible items too. 


Your travel expenses. If 
you're in business, you can take the 
alternative of combining pleasure 
and business trips instead of taking 
separate trips. All the expenses of 
the combined trip may be de- 
ducted except those due solely to 
the pleasure element. 

There is, of course, a lot of other 
information in a good income-tax 
booklet. It should be read for the 
purpose of picking up other sug- 
gestions. Usually these are easy to 
understand and easy to follow. For 
instance, suppose you are planning 
to get married either at the end of 
one year or the first of the next 
year. A tax booklet should tell you 
that if you get married on Decem- 
ber 31 instead of say January 3 or 
4, you will save hundreds of dol- 
lars. This is because husbands and 
wives get to split their income for 
the full year even though they were 
married on its last day. On the 
other hand, don’t get divorced 
until after December 31, because 
if you and your wife are not still 
married on the last day of a year, 
you lose the entire year for pur- 
poses of tax splitting. 

So you can see that it is not 
Uncle Sam who is ‘““The Mean 
Man of March.” More often it’s 
the taxpayer himself. 

The government only wants 
what is due. With a litde patience 
and a little reading, you can prob- 
ably reduce your taxes and save 
real money. 

As a taxpayer you may be your 
own worst enemy. Stop being 
tough on yourself—why not iearn 
the rules and follow them?

This makes them aware of other 
people—a_ priceless social grace. 
Later, because their minds are not 
busy with themselves, they will 
have poise. 

“Kat neatly!” Before he’s 6, 
don’t expect Pete (or Patty) to do 
much more than scoop up his food 
without pushing it off the plate. 
But show him how easy this is as 
soon as he can feed himself 
Guide his hand as he scoops from 
the outside of the plate to the 
center. Praise him when he does it 
neatly. Give him a paper napkin, 
and he’ll quickly learn to wipe his 
mouth. 

“Wash your hands beforeeating.” 
Make it easy by keeping a foot- 
stool in the bathroom so they can 
reach the lavatory. Hang their own 
towels low enough to reach. Praise 
them.

It's not fair to a dog to expose him to the whims of a youngster under 4 


By Russell K. Lowry 


How old should a child be before 
owning a dog?—G. M. C., Minne- 
sota, 

A youngster should be at least 
4 years old before getting a dog 
At this age, a boy or girl is able to 
control a puppy and avoid injury. 
A young, lively puppy can harm 
a small child, in innocent play. And 
Junior can give the pup a bad 
ume, too. 


Vy neighbor's dog barks inces- 
santly. Can he be cured? Does this 
mean he is dangerous to children? 
M. J. F., Pennsylvania. 

The dog’s master should correct 
by spanking and scolding, using a 
folded newspaper and a firm “No- 
No!” Trick is to do this right in the 
midst of the barking, so that the 
punishment is associated with the 
barking in the dog’s mind. Exces- 
sive barking is caused by boredom, 
desire for attention, passing stran- 
gers, or other dogs. It is not neces- 
sarily an indication of viciousness. 


Is there any cure for mange? My 
dog gets it every spring and nothing 
we ve tried seems to help.—A. J. F., 
Kentucky. 

Your dog has periodic or “‘sum 
mer” eczema, not mange. Under- 
feed your dog by a good 25 per- 
cent and be firm about it. Feed 50 
percent beef, horse meat, or canned 
dog food, 50 percent dog ri al or 
kibbled dog biscuit. Mix and 


moisten with warm water or meat 
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broth, adding one-half teaspoon 
of one of the vitamin and mineral 
supplements now on the market. 
Do not bathe your dog at all, but 
comb and brush him regularly. 
Get him outdoors all you can. The 
ailment is stubborn, but this treat- 
ment gets results. 


Vy female dog's urine has ruined 
sections of my bentgrass lawn. 
What can I do about it?—Mrs. P. J. 
J.. Illinois. 

High acidity of many females’ 
urine will burn spots in grass, leav- 
ing bare patches 8 to 10 inches in 
diameter. Only solution is to teach 
your dog to perform on a leash in a 
selected location, or confine her in 
a fenced enclosure. 


Viv blonde cocker sheds terribly 
and has an odor which penetrates to 
every corner of the house. She is 
bathed often, even has deodorant 
powder used on her. W hat else can I 
do?— Mrs. E. T., Towa. 
"Excessive bathing is most of your 
trouble. Just brush and comb your 
dog regularly. Feed 50 percent 
beef, horse meat, or canned dog

The lamp shades 


If vou’ve wondered about the 
lamp shades, all the white ones in 


the living room and hall are of 


plastic reinforced with spun-glass 
fibers. They wash easily in soap and 
water, and the manufacturer says 
thev'll outlast any decorative 
scheme you put them into 

The glass fibers in the plastic 
bounce the light around as it 
comes through, so that the shade 
gives a soft, diffused light and has 
a frosted, mint-julep look. The 
plastic comes in a variety of colors 
Some stores sell it in sheets so that 
you can make up your own shades. 
Already made-up shades cost all 
the way from 89 cents for little 
ones in chain stores up to $30 for 
big ones involving a lot of hand 
work. One caution: a shade is only 
as washable as the binding used in 
putting it together, so don’t get one 
bound with silk and think it dunk- 
able. 

You could use most household 
cleaners on these shades and on a 
lot of the other plastics too, but 
manufacturers are wary of men- 
tioning it. They don’t trust you. 
Confides one: “‘Household clean- 
ing solvents could be used, even 
gasoline, but these are not recom- 
mended openly, not because they 
would hurt the fabric but because 
of carelessness on the part of the 
user.”” Don’t use abrasive cleaners 
on plastics either, nor bleaching

solutions. And don’t write on them 
with ball-point pens. The ink is an 
aniline dye and won’t come off the 
way most inks will. To polish plas- 
tic dishes, if they’re scratched and 
you feel you must, use toothpaste 
or a paste-type silver polish and 
rinse In warm, sudsy water. If you 
must iron a plastic, don’t iron on 
the plastic itself; the iron may go 
right through. Use a damp cloth 
between the iron and plastic, as if 
you were pressing, and keep the 
iron’s thermostat set as low as it'll 
go, for rayon. Cigarette burns on 
plastic floor tile will cause a tem- 
porary blemish, but you can rub, 
it out with steel wool. 


The wallpaper 


Of all the plastics shown, the 
wallpaper probably takes the most 
abuse. Some patterns are quaint, 
some tapestrylike, but the colors 
are bold and fresh, and soap and 
water alone will remove most all 
stains. Sometimes you have to fol- 
low your suds with a light wiping 
with turpentine. We've smeared 
and splashed dozens of gooks on the 
paper to test it, and every one has 
washed off. You don’t have to 
worry about rubbing through the 
surface; in laboratory tests the 
paper has withstood 25,000 con- 
secutive rubs on the same spot. The 
paper comes 24 inches wide and in 
rolls 50 feet long. Prices range from 
10 to 17% cents a square foot, de- 
pending on the pattern. For close

inability to change the situation, 
fear of insecurity, injury to pride, 
divided allegiance, and a feeling of 
having been let down provokes the 
sort of tension that hacks his emo- 
tions to pieces. 

A child needs anchorage, wheth- 
er he is 7 or 17. He needs to be as- 
sured devotion and material secu- 
rity. If anything, he needs more of 
it if his parents are having trouble 
A child’s pride can be preserved 
if Mom and Dad emphasize that 
their problem is not his fault and 
is beyond his control 

If one parent deserts or refuses 
to assume parental responsibility, 
fortify a child with the assurance 
that an aunt or an uncle or some 
friend will stand in for the default- 
ing parent. Take that person into 
your confidence first, then into that 
of your child. 


Financial reverses. These have 
their effect on children, even 
though youngsters may be able to 
adjust more easily to them than 
adults. In times of inflation like the 
present, some mental preparation 
for the eventuality of a financial 
setback is advisable. 

Some time ago a Princeton 
freshman received word that his 
father had been wiped out over- 
night. He was advised to come 
home when the term ended, three 
weeks from then. Shock, injured 
pride, despondency over the future, 
and broken morale might have 
made him give up and become a 
cynical, self-pitying drifter. In- 
stead, he picked up enough jobs to 
get by, continued to maintain a 
high scholastic and athletic record. 

His parents had known he would 
react just that They had 
stressed, as he was growing up, the 
thing every wise parent should 
recognize: That prosperity can 
never be assured. They had in- 
spired courage in all of his little 
childhood disasters, taught that 
such personal assets as a capacity 
for friendship, industry, and the 
development of native ability 
would see him through. 

But what if your child is over- 
sensitive? More children are than 
is generally realized. But the prob- 
lem can be resolved in the forma- 
tive years a lot more easily than 
later. Unnecessary shielding will 
only make the conflict worse. 

In place of delayed action and 
cover-up schemes, direct your 
child toward a happy acceptance 
of what life brings. You can do 
much to help convert sorrow and 
suffering into character.
